Christ in North America has been a_ sound, 

true theological seminary; an institution for 
the thorough training and equipment of ministers of 
the Gospel_of our Lord Jesus Christ. When this is 
said, it is not to be understood that there are no true 
seminaries to-day on our continent. There are some, 
though they are few; many seminaries are unsound, 


- unsatisfactory, and tend to cripple rather than equip 


the man of God The few sound institutions are de- 
nominational, and usually are among the smaller of 
such schools. Moreover, even in the case of these 
few there are elements or lacks that make pressingly 
desirable a new institution. 

And now it would seem that just such a sound the- 
ological seminary, having the additional advantage 
of _— denominationally unrelated, has come into 
being. Its first term opens this month. It is known 
as the Evangelical Theological College, and is 1lo- 
cated at Dallas, Texas. 

That greatly beloved Bible teacher, the late Dr. 
W. H. Griffith was ‘deeply interested in this 


non-résident faculty, intending to give a certain num- 
ber of weeks each year to teaching in its class-rooms. 
His name and pledged. co-operation were an indica- 


_tion of the standing and ideals of the school. 


Its president is Lewis Sperry Chafer, who has be- 
come in a real sense a successor to Dr. C. I. Scofield.

people began to fear him, and one day he said. sadly 
to a friend, “I am afraid I have been a curse.” A few 
years ago he died, leaving a trail of sorrowful disaster 
in many directions. Another Christian man says hon- 
estly of himself, in a letter, that an earlier letter of his 
was that “of a carping critic,” and-he goes on to make 
the distressing confession, “I am still a critic but not 
much more.” It is well to recognize frankly, as this

A True Theological Seminary 


Os of -the greatest needs of the Church of 


The vyice-president is William M. Anderson, 
Jr., D.D.,-pastor of the largest Presbyterian church 
in the Southern General Assembly. Other faculty 
members include A. B. Winchester, of the famous 
Knox Church of Toronto; George E” Guille, of the 
Extension Department of the Moody Bible Institute; 
W. Irving Carroll, D.D., whose lesson writing in The 
Sunday School Times has been welcomed by many; 
Arno C. Gaebelein, D.D., another well-known Bible 
teacher of wide ministry, whose books and magazincs 
are a constant source of blessing; and still others 
whose work will commence after the first college 
year. 

This theological college is not to be looked upon 
as a Bible institute or Bible school, such as the 
many that’ are already doing admirable work of 
a more elementary sort.

Although this school is denominationally «unrelated, 
it is interdenominational in the best sense of that word, 
and every one in it is.in pe standing im some evan- 
gelical church, It is intended that its graduates shall be 
wholly acceptable for ordination by the evangelical 
davies, of course itself not proposing the ordination 
In other words, it will work in friend- 
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liest co-operation with the denominations, and seek 
whole-heartedly to serve them, 

The faculty believe that what students for the min- 
istry most need is to be taught how to study and use 
the living Word of God. They believe it is mcre im- 

rtant to know Bible doctrine by searching the 
criptures, in order to see just what the Holy Spirit 
says, than to put the chief emphasis on the statements 
of theologians and the study of other text-books, 
Yet theologically sound text-books in varied fields, 
and every legitimate aid to the real education of the 
minister, will be used. 

The curriculum will include, for example, such 
studies as Systematic Bible Doctrine, New Testament 
Greek, Hebrew, Analytic, Synthetic, and Expository 
study of the English Bible, Homiletics, Principles of 

‘ Expository Preaching, Realization of> the Spiritual 
Life, New Testament Exegesis and Grammar Review, 
Old Testament Exegesis, Church History, — these and 
still other courses. 

Students wishing to study in this theological col- 
lege must have completed, whenever practicable, the 
regular classical course at some college, presenting 
a college diploma or an equivalent certificate of the 
completion of an academic course. Those who com- 

lete the three years of study in the theological col- 
ege with satisfactory grades, and who hold the col- 
lege degree of A.B. or its academic equivalent, will 
receive a diploma carrying the degree of Bachelor of 
Theology. Still further courses of study leading to 
the degree of Master of Theology will be provided. 
There are no tuition fees or other charges for study, 
and room and board are secured at cost. The Col- 
lege is financed through the generosity of Christian 
people who believe this is a vital undertaking for 
God, and contributions may be sent to the treasurer, 
William M. Mosher, Dallas, Texas. 

The Doctrinal Statement of this school is a re- 
markable one; it is to be questioned whether any 
other existing statement is quite its equal in careful, 
thoroughgoing, comprehensive, and at the same time 
truly Scriptural presentation of precious truths of 
the Word. As a fitting close to this editorial intro- 
duction of the College to readers of The Sunday 
School Times, which has been written by the Editor 
at his own suggestion and without any request for 
such an article from the College authorities, a few 
typical passages from the Doctrinal Statement are 
given. The entire statement is published in a hand- 
some eight-page folder and will be supplied to 
churches, assemblies, societies, or classes. that may 
wish to use it or adopt it, in any quantity desired and 
at the actual cost of printing, upon application to 
the Registrar (804 Central Bank Building, Dallas, 
Tex.),— who, by the way, is another. member of 
The Sunday School Times lesson staff, Dr. Frank W. 
Lange. 

It is significaht to note that soon after the first 
public announcements of the College were made last 
spring, forty or more young men began corresponding 
for admission, and by this time doubtless a consider- 
ably larger number. Many of these will probably 
fail of admission, for the entrance conditions are very 
exacting; and only a limited number can be ac- 
cepted for the first year. But if this indicates for 
the first three years anything like a total of one hun- 
dred and twenty students, it is remarkable in view 
of the pathetically small numbers in many well- 
known theological seminaries of prominence and his- 
toric standing. 

Some of the fine passages in the Doctrinal State- 
ment are as follows: 


THE SCRIPTURES 


We believe that “all Scripture is given by inspiration 
of God,” by which we understand the whole Bible, and in 
the sense that “the words” of the sacred writings were 
taught by the Spirit of God to holy men of old; and that 
this divine inspiration extends. equally and fully to all 
parts of these writings — historical, poetical, doctrinal, and 
prophetical—as appeared in the original manuscripts. 
We believe that all the Scriptures eenter about the Lord 
Jesus Christ in his Person and work and in his first and 
second coming, and hence that no portion, even of the 
Old Testament, is properly read, or understood, until it 
leads to him. We also believe that all the Scriptures were 
designed for our practical instruction (Mark 12: 26, 36; 13: 
11; Luke 24: 27, 44; John 5:39; Acts 1 : 16; 17: 2-3; 18 : 28; 
26 : 22, 23; 28:23; Rom. 15:4; 1 Cor. 2:13; fo:11; 2 Tim. 
3:16; 2 Pet. 1 :21). 

THE GODHEAD 


We believe that the Godhead eternally existed in three 
Persons —the Father, the Son, and the Holy Spirit — and 
that these three are one God; having precisely the same 
nature, attributes, and perfections, and worthy of pre- 
cisely the same homage, confidence, and obedience (Matt. 
28:19, 20; Mark 12:29; John 1:1-4; Acts 5:3, 4; 2 Cor, 
13:14; Heb. 1: 1-3; Rev. 1 : 4-6). F

MAN CREATED AND FALLEN 


We believe that man was originally created in the image 
and after the likeness of God, and that he fell through 
sin, and, as a consequence of his sin, lost his spiritual 
life, becoming dead in trespasses and sins, and that he 
became subject to the power of the devil. We also be. 
lieve that this spiritual death, or total depravity of hu- 
man nature, has been transmitted to the entire human 
race of men, the Man Christ Jesus alone being excepted; 
and hence that every child of Adam is born into the world 
with a nature which not only possesses no spark of Di- 
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vine life, but is essentially and unchangeably_bad (Gen. 
1:26; 2:17; 6:5; Psa. 14: 1-3; 51:5; Jer. 17:9; John 3: 
6; 5: 40; 6:53; Rom. 3: 10-19; 8:6, 7; Eph. 2:1-3; 1 Tim. 
5:6; t John 3: 8). 


THE FIRST ADVENT 


We believe that, as provided and purposed by God and 
as pre-announced in the prophecies of the Scriptures, the 
Eternal Son of God came into this world: that he might 
manifest God to men, fulfill prophecy, and become the 
Redeemer of a lost world. To this end he was born of 
the virgin, and received a human body and a sinless na- 
ture (John 1:18; 3:16; Luke 1 : 30-35; Heb. 4: 15). 

We believe that, on the human side, he became and re- 
mained a perfect man, but sinless .throughout his life; 
yet. he retained his absolute Deity, being at the same time 
very God and very man, and that his earth-life was 
sometimes functioned within the sphere of that which was 


“human and sometimes within the sphere of that which 


‘was divine (Luke 2:40; John 1:1, 2; Phil. 2: 5-8). 
* We believe that he came first to Israel‘as her Messiah- 
King, and that, being rejected of that nation, he, accord- 
ing to the eternal counsels of God, gave his life as a ran- 
son for all (John 1:11; Acts 2: 22-24; 1 Tim. 2:6). 

We believe that, in infinite love for the lost, he volun- 
tarily accepted his Father’s will and became the divinely 
provided sacrificial Lamb and took away the sin of the 
world;. bearing the holy judgments against sin which the 
righteousness of God must impose. His death was, there- 
fore, substitutionary in the most absolute sense—the Just 
for the unjust —and by his death he became the Saviour 
of the lost (Heb. 10: 5-14; John 1:29; Rom. 3:25, 26; 2 
Cor. §:14; 1 Pet. 3: 18). 

We believe that he arose from the dead, according to 
the Scriptures, and in the same body, though glorified, as 
that in which he had lived and died, and that his resur- 
rection body is the pattern of that body which, at the 
return of Christ, will be given to a!l resurrected believers 
(John 20: 20; Phil. 3: 20). 

We believe that, on departing from the earth, he was 
accepted of his Father and that his acceptance is a final 
assurance to us that his redeeming work was perfectly 
accomplished (Heb. 1 : 3). baa 

We believe that he became Head over all things to the 
Church which is his body, and in this ministry he ceases 
not to intercede and advocate for the saved (Eph. 1 : 22, 
23; Heb. 7:25; 1 John 2:1). 


THE EXTENT OF SALVATION 


We believe that when an unregenerate person exercises 
that faith in Christ which is illustrated in and described 
as such in the New~Testament, he passes forthwith out 
of spiritual death into spiritual life, and from the old 
creation into the new; being justified from all things, ac- 
cepted before the Father according as Christ his Son is 
aceepted, loved as Christ is loved, having his place and 
portion as linked to him and one with him for ever. And 
though the saved one may have occasion to grow in the 
realization of his blessings and to know a fuller measure 
of divine power through yielding of his life more fully to 
God, he is, as soon as he is saved, in possession of every 
spiritual blessing and absolutely complete in Christ, and 
is, therefore, in no way required by God to seek a so- 
called “second blessing,” or a “second work of grace” 
(John 5 : 24; 17:23; Acts 13:39; Rom. 5:1; 1 Cor. 3: 213 
Eph. 1:3; Col. 2:10; 1 John 4:17; 5:11, 12). 


THE CHRISTIAN’S WALK 


We believe that we are called with an holy calling, to 
walk not after the flesh, but after the Spirit, and so to 
live in the power of the indwelling Spirit that we will not 


fulfil the last of the flesh. But the flesh with its fallen, - 


Adamic nature, which is never in this life eradicated, be- 
ing with us to the end of our earthly pilgrimage, needs to 
be kept by the Spirit constantly in subjection to Christ, 
or it will surely manifest its presence in our lives to the 
dishonor of our Lord (Rom. 6: 11-13; 8:2, 4, 12, 13; Gal. 
5 : 16-23; Eph. 4 : 22-24; Col. 2: 1-10; 1 Pet. 1 : 14-16; 1 John 
I 34°73 335-9) 
THE GREAT COMMISSION 


We believe that it is the explicit message of our Lord 
Jesus Christ to those whom he has saved that they are 
sent forth by him into the world even as he was sent forth 
of his Father into the world, and that, after they are saved, 
they are divinely reckoned to be related to this world as 
strangers and pilgrims, ambassadofs and witnesses, and 
that their primary purpose in life should be to make Christ 
known to the whole world (Matt. 28:18, 19; Mark 16: 15; 
John 17:18; 2 Cor. 5: 18-20; 1 Peter 1:17; 2:11). 


THE BLESSED HCPE 


We believe that, according to the Word of God, the next 
great event in the fulfilment of prophecy will be the com- 
ing of Christ into the air to receive to himself both his 
own who are alive and remain unto his coming, and also 
all who have fallen asleep in Jesus, and that this event is 
the blessed hope set before us in the Gospel, and for this 
we should be constantly looking. We believe, next, that 
the taking away cf the saved ones will be followed by The 
Great Tribulation in the earth, which was predicted by our 
Lord, and that finally he will bring to end that time of 
judgment for the whole earth by his own glorious appear- 
ing (John 14: 1-3; 1 Cor. 15:51, 52; Phil. 3:20; r Thess, 
4:13-18; Titus 2: 11-14; 2 Thess. 2:7-10; Matt. 24? 29-31). 


THE SECOND COMING OF CHRIST 


We believe that the world will not be converted previous 
to the second coming of Christ, but is day by day ripen- 
ing for judgment, and that: this dispensation will end with 
a fearful apostasy in the professing church, and that, 
following the period of The Great Tribulation in the earth, 
the Lord Jesus Christ will return as he. went —in Person, 
on the clouds of heaven, and with power-and great glory 
—to introduce the millennial age, to restore Israel to 
her own land and to give her the realization of God’s cove- 
nant promises, to bind Satan and place him in the abyss, 
to bring the whole world to the knowledge of God, and to 
lift the curse which now rests upon the whole creation 
(Matt. 24:15 to 25:46; Acts 15:16, 17; r Tim. 421-3; 2 
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Tim. 3: 1-5; Deut. 30: 1-10; Ezek. 37 : 21-28; Rom. 11 : 25- 
27; Rev. 10: 1-3; Isa. 11:9; Rom. 8 : 19-23). 


THE ETERNAL STATE 


We believe that, at death, the spirits and souls of those 
who have trusted in the Lord Jesus Christ for salvation 
pass immediately into his presence and there remain in 


conscious bliss until the resurrection of the glorified body - 


when Christ comes for his own, whereupon soul and body 
reunited shall be associated with him for ever in glory; 
but the spirits and souls of the unbelieving remain after 
death conscious of condemnation and in misery until the 
final judgment of the great white throne at the close of 
the millennium, when soul and body reunited shall be cast 
into the lake of fire, not to be annihilated, but to be pun- 
ished with everlasting destruction from the presence of 
the Lord, and from the glory of his power (Luke 16 : 19- 
26; 23:42; 2 Cor. 5:8; Phil x: : 23; 2 Thess. 1: 7-9; Jude 6, 
7; Rev. 20 : 11-15). 
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Is There Nothing Better 
Than Romans Seven? 


We have a Bible class here on Wednesday nights, 
and we are taking up the study of the book of Romans. 
The Lord is wonderfully blessing. In the -sixth chap- 
ter we saw that God had made provision whereby we 
might have victory in our every-day lives, based on 
the facts of Romans 6: 1-10, and that our part was reck- 
oning: surrender and faith, as seen in verses 11-14. 
Other texts were read that showed God’s provision for 
us, and men and women were convicted as to the pos- 
sibility of victory. 

Now the difficulty is this: there are some who do 
not believe that it is possible for us to be delivered 
from the power of sin in this life, and they give Paul 
as an illustration, They say that Romans 7: 15-24 was 
Paul’s experience while he was in this life, as shown 
by present tense when he was writing, and that the 
deliverance in verse 25 was future, and only to be at 
death. I do not believe this, but how am I to explain 
about the present tense and future deliverance?— 
An Ontario Reader. 


The part of the seventh chapter of Romans which 
some in this Bible class seem to’ think was Paul’s habit- 
ual experience, and therefore must be ours, is as fol- 
lows: 

For that which I do:I allow not: for what I would, 
that do I not, but what I hate, that doI.... 

For I know that in me (that is, in my flesh,) dwell- 
eth no good thing: for to will is present with me; but 
how to perform that which is good I find not. 

For the good that I would I do not: but the evil 
which I would not, that I do... . mn 

O wretched man that I am! who shall deliver me 
from the body of this death? 


And the verse of deliverance, which some mistakenly 
think can come only at death, reads: : 


I thank God through Jesus Christ our Lord. 


The context of this passage of Scripture, especially 
the next chapter (8), which by the word “therefore” 
in the first verse plainly points back to chapter seven, 
makes the meaning of the whole clear. This eighth 
chapter, it is obvious, cannot refer to the future and 
the time of death, but is the “Emancipation” chapter 
for all Christians in this present life. The unnecessary 
bondage of chapter seven is forever abandoned in the 
second verse of chapter eight: “For the law of the 
Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath made me free from 
the law of sin and death.” 

Furthermore, Romans seven cannot be understood as 
describing the normal Christian life, because the Holy 
Spirit is not once mentioned in that chapter, though 
we know that apart from the Spirit no Christian life 
is possible. But chapter 8 is full of references to 
the Spirit, and the first four verses give the very 
heart. of holiness. 3 : 

Thus in verse 1 we have no condemnation (taking 
up the thought of chapter 5). In verse 2 we have 
no bondage (taking up chapier 6). In verse 3, no 
weakness (taking up chapter 7). And in verse 4, no 
defeat or failure (taking up the thought which runs 
through chapter 8). Romans 7 is the description of 
a man who is trying to be holy in his own strength, 
just as chapter 3 is a man trying to save himself by 

is own strength or effort. But for both Justification 
and Sanctification the one and ony. way is faith in 
and dependence on the Lord Jesus Christ. That it is 
blessedly possible to have deliverance from the power 
of sin in this life is clear from Romans 6:14 and 8: 
37. And if it were not possible, how could the Gos- 
pel be “good news” for the present life of believers? 
Or how could we avoid being content with a low stand- 
ard of Christian living? Further and. fuller 
lars of this view of Romans 7 can be seen in Volume

: HERE is an irresistible charm in lofty emi- 
y I nences. Such is the charm of the wondrous Book 

of Revelation. As some high peak, towering 
above its neighboring hills, commands a wider and 
more distant vision of the earth, so the Revelation 
umong the books of the Bible commands a more ex- 
tensive reach into the future of this world’s history 
and a more comprehensive range of God’s purpose in 
Christ, than all the other books of the Bible. Through 
this Book we look down the vista of time and out 
_into the vast spaces of eternity. 

The Revelation carries us from narrative to proph- 
ecy,' from present conditions to permanent issues. It 
is the crowning of the story of redemptive agencies 
with a vision of: redemptive achievements. It is a 
book of completions. It takes up the broken and con- 
iused threads of time and weaves. them into the fabric 
of eternity. It centers our thought upon the Christ 
of eternity. and shows us the Man of Sorrows as the 
Crowned Lord. : 

The title of the book, “The Revelation of Jesus 
Christ,” at once authenticates its accuracy and defines 
its purpose. It is “the Revelation of Jesus Christ, 
which God gave unto him.” So that the Book is not 
so much a revelation of what Jesus Christ himself 
is, as it is a revelation of the wonderful things con- 
tained in the Book and of which Jesus Christ is the 
Revealer. The wonderful things that Jesus Christ 
reveals were given him by God, and given him to “shew 
unto his servants.” The Book is God’s disclosure, 
through Jesus Christ, of his eternal plan. 

In order that this Revelation might be understood 
by his servants, Christ “sent and signified it by his 
angel unto his servant John: who bare record of the 
word of God, and of the testimony of Jesus Christ, 
and of all things that he saw.” 


The Promise of Special Blessing 

Surely a revelation given by God to his Son, and by 
him through his servant the apostle to us, should 
have the earnest attention and devout study of God’s 
people. There is a special blessing promised upon 
such reading and study. “Blessed is he that readeth, 
and they that hear the words of this prophecy, and 
keep those things which are written therein: for the 
time is at hand.” : ; 

There are seven fundafnental facts concerning this 
Revelation that should be kept in mind. 

First—This Revelation, being from God, is authori- 
tative. Whatever is revealed is true, is reliable, and 
is certain of fulfilment. 


Second.—This Revelation of God, made through Jesus 
Christ to a servant specially endued by the Holy 
Spirit, is inerrant. In the Revelation, as in all the 
rest of the Bible, there is no error, no mistake, no 
inaccuracy, no confusion of thought, no uncertainty of 
prediction. We may not be able to comprehend the 
full significance of its message, or to interpret its 
splendid imagery, but such inability is in us. 

Third—This Revelation is the love gift of God 
to his people. It is made by and through Jesus Christ, 
who represents God’s approach in love to mankind. 

Fourth—This Revelation is for the instruction and 
guidance of God’s people, and specially in matters con- 
cerning the future. “To shew unto his servants things 
which must shortly come to pass.” What wonderful 
“things” they are! The most marvelous events that 
ever have transpired or will transpire in the history 
of mankind. These events cover the whole time from 
the day when John was on Patmos until the books are 
opened at the judgment of the great White Throne, 
and then on to the dawn of eternity. 

The disclosure of these marvelous events is not 
made simply to inform the minds of believers, but to 
guide and direct them in their life course and in 
their service. In the Revelation God is not merely 
pointing out the path of the future, but is giving help 
to those who desire to walk in that path. 

Hence the “things” of this book are not merely to 
be heardp but are to be kept. “Blessed is he that 
readeth, and they that hear the words of this prophecy, 
and keep those things which are written therein: for 
the time is at hand.” This Revelation is a value to the 
believer as a steadying and guiding force while he 
pursues his, way through the age. Therefore, the 
Revelation is pre-eminently a practical book, not a

book of dreams. It is a lamp for pilgrim feet, a 
light upon the pilgrim’s path through the ages. 

Fifth—This Révelation finds its expression through 
the disciple whom Jesus loved. “And he sent and 
signified it by his angel to his servant John.” There 
was a unique intimacy between Jesus and John. It 
was John who, lying on His breast at the Supper, 
asked Jesus questions that other disciples hesitated to 
ask, and John received from Jestis direct answers. 
But here Christ does not speak directly to John, but 
makes the Revelation to him by “his angel.” Why 
we do not know and we may not guess. 

John is singled out as the one man capable of re- 
ceiving these communications. He was “the disciple 
that Jesus loved.” He was specially responsive to 
the Divine. He had an ear for the heavenly voices. 
Then, too, he was thoroughly loyal and devoted. At 
this time he was “in the island that is called Patmos, 
for the word of God and for the testimony of Jesus.” 
His loyalty to the Divine and his devotion to Jesus 
were such that he became an exile from the world. 
Yet, while apart from the strife of the world and 
its empty glories, John was not indifferent to its con- 
dition. While in fellowship with the heavenly, he was 
in touch with human things and needs, not out of the 
world, but separated from the evil. “I John,” he said, 
“your brother, and companionein tribulation, and in 
the kingdom and patience of Jesus Christ.” That 
connects John with those whom he addresses. He is

their representative. As Moses was in the Mount to 
hear for others all that the Lord their God might say 
so_ was John in Patmos. oc 
The Spirit came upon him in power. “I was in 
the Spirit.” It was an unusual experience. The Spirit 
of God took special hold of him and carried him 
whither he would. He heard “a great voice, as of a 
trumpet,” loud, startling and full of harmony, and he 
saw a wondrous vision. And what he ‘heard and what 
he saw were full of significance. a 
Sixth—This Revelation is intelligible and under- 
standable. It is not an enigma, a riddle, a mystery. 
It is a revelation, an unfolding, a disclosure made 
through Jesus Christ, a lifting of the veil from things 
which only God could disclose. Some tell us that it is 
impossible to understand the Book. Then why call it 
a Revelation? Then what is the meaning of the words, 
“the Revelation of Jesus Christ, which God gave unto 
him, to shew unto his servants things which must 
shortly come to pass”? Has he shown them? Is 
it conceivable that he would show them in such a way 
as to produce confusion? The counsel to keep the 
things written would be mockery were it impossible 
to know those things. But God does not mock us. 
An earnest desire to know God’s will and a full pur- 
pose to do the will of God are the conditions upon 
which the Revelation may be understood by all who 
yield themselves to the guidance of the Holy Spirit. 
The Revelation cannot be understood by any process 
of mere intellectual study. That is true of every other 
book of the Bible. “The natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for they are foolish- 
ness unto him: neither can he know them, because they 
are spiritually discerned.” Revelation is no exception. 
_ Seventh.—This Revelation is made in language that 
is full of symbols, that is, clothed with imagery. To 
some of this we have no satisfactory key. This does 
not discourage, but invites, study and research. The 
very difficulty of interpretation makes us seek with 
only the more energy to possess ourselves of what is 
written for us. And the broad purpose of the book 
is sufficiently lucid and luminous to reward our study. 


The Danger in Fanatical Interpretation 


Too much has the Revelation been subjected to 
fanatical interpretations. By a series of shocking mis- 
interpretations the Revelation. has been distorted into 
clumsy, fantastic, and impossible delineations of secu- 
lar and religious events that have occurred during the 
past nineteen centuries. 

iy | second to this method of clouding the meaning 
and dimming the glory of this wonderful Book is 
the attempt to interpret it by methods of didactic teach- 
ing and statement. The revelation has an amosphere 
all its own and must be read and studied in that at- 
mosphere. It is a Book addressed to the spiritual im- 
agination in respect to the highest aspirations and 
experiences of Christian men, and in respect to the 
whole economy of God. It is a Book that overhangs 
the whole career of time, and mostly at the point where 
time and eternity meet. Its sphere is cast in a much 
higher atmosphere than that in which we are accus- 
tomed to think. It is unworldly and has a peculiarly 
spiritual tone and power. To interpret the Book we 
must feel it, and orily he interprets it whose spiritual 
faculties awaken under the power of the divine in- 
spiration. It is a Book that reaches the understand- 
ing but little and the heart much. John was in the 
Spirit when he received the Revelation and only he can 
understand its sublime message who is in the Spirit.

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Dr. Torrey at Winnipeg

6c HAT is the underlying significance of this 
that we are seeing?” was the question that 
rose persistently to our thoughts. We, seated on the 
raised platform of the great rink of Winnipeg that 
memorable night of May 26, 1924, were looking out 
on a vast audience of five thousand people that taxed 
the seating capacity of the great auditorium to its ut- 
most and overflowed into the shadows of the spring 
night outside. I wonder, as I write, if the number 
given above, five thousand, is not an understatement ; 
for the great seated audience was fringed on all sides 
by hundreds of hearers who were standing, and wher- 
ever an improvised seat could be found there was 
clinging humanity. High up abové the hall there 
were clustered, like so many bees around the open 
window, youths and venturesome small boys. 
It was the closing night of the month’s mission 
conducted. by -Dr. R. A. Torrey in Winnipeg, and 
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surely this was the astounding climax of all the blessed 
days that had gone before.’ 

To some of us, old campaigners of earlier 
days of Gospel mission work around the world, 
it was a moment fraught. with poignant memories, — 
Harkness at the piano, my husband and I seated near 
by, Dr.- Torrey on the rostrum,—how bygone mem- 
ories came sweeping over us all; visions of London’s 
crowded Albert Hall, of the great Town Hall and 
Exhibition Building of Sydney and Melbourne, with 
the same great sea of eager faces in front of one — 
the great massed choir of thousands at the back, and 
on the high platform the saintly Charles Alexander, 
with his hand lifted for attention! But no, it was 
the great Western Continent, and the year of our 
Lord 1924, and again we were seeing that which we 
had feared perhaps we might never again see, and we 
fell to praising God from fervent hearts. 

“Could it be,” we found ourselves asking, “the an- 
swer to prayers instant and continuous, offered by the 
members of the Great Commission Prayer League and 
of other like-minded intercessors for a great sweep- 
ing world-wide revival?” “Could it be that which 
D. M. Panton has. predicted for the last days, the in- 
auguration of another mighty movement of the Holy 
Spirit, perhaps the last before the return of our Lord 
from Heaven?” But as we wondered we rejoiced, 
and magnified God for that which our eyes were be- 
holding. 

Dr. Torrey rose to speak on that Sunday night, and 
we were conscious of the powerful radio microphone 
in front of him, and we knew that to thousands packed 
around the outskirts of the great rink his message 
would sound out as clear and strong as it was sound- 
ing to us immediately near him. We realized, too, 
that thousands in faraway districts of Alberta and 
Manitoba were “listening in,” and how we prayed al- 
together with our leader, that they might hear “unto 
life eternal.” Never, it seemed to us who listened, had 
Dr. Torrey spoken with greater power or deeper spir- 
itual unction. His subject, “To-day and To-morrow,” 
brought to his auditors, those near by and to the great 
unseen throng who heard, the fatal, deadly peril of 
delay. In a silence that was all but painful his clos- 
ing challenge rang out, “Men and women, are you 
mad that you do not seek and find this inexpressible 
joy that Jesus can give you, — is longing to give you?” 

When the sermon was closed there came the putting 
of the invitation. No one moved as the summons to 
accept Christ was extended. In no uncertain words, 
with no compromise .of method or manner, were men 
and women asked to receive Christ that memorable 
night. Those of us who had known and revered Dr. 
Torrey for a quarter of acentury found in his message 
or his invitation no innovation, no “changed word to 
meet a changing time.” The same true, unequivocal, 
clearly-cut issue was presented. “Is it to receive 
Christ or to reject him?” “Is it to be saved eternally 
or lost for eternity?” So rang out the invitation. 
The thousands listening were moved upon by the 
breath of God. A few benches at the front were 
cleared, as they commenced to come forward. Slowly, 
thoughtfully, they responded, coming singly and in 
groups. The benches cleared were too few, more 
were prepared, and they continued to come. At last, 
with a dozen rows of benches on either side the 
building filled with seekers, one hundred and fifty- 
seven, Dr. Torrey closed the meeting by instructing 
the seekers carefully on how to make a success of 
the Christian life. Each seeker had been dealt with 
personally, no seeker but what could have a clear 
idea, and definite, of his possibilities and privileges in 
the Christian life upon which he was entering. The 
whole meeting had been marked, as had all the series, 
by a great quietness of Spirit, by sanity and breadth 
and sincérity and clear-cutness in preaching, by unity 
and helpfulness on the part of those aiding the evan- 

elist. 

. The triumnhant close of a victorious campaign must 
have brought great joy to the heart of the Christian 
layman, Sydney T. Smith, whose vision and executive 
ability had been so largely used of God in bringing to 
Winnipeg this season of refreshing. And to the other 
laymen and pastors co-operating in the movement, 
must have come deep rejoicing as they saw the re- 
sult of their many prayers, their large faith, their 
untiring service and self-sacrifice, 
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The Church’s Strategic Centers 


VERY outstanding evangelical leader is, as it were, 

a strategic center of power and influence, and be- 
cause of this he is a target for Satan’s fiercest at- 
tacks. If the enemy can destroy or sidetrack these 
“angels” (Rev. 2 and 3) of the true Church of Christ 
in these present “perilous times,” he knows only too 
well that he can “scatter the sheep,” and all but de- 
stroy the Church itself. 

The apostolic church was a victorious church, only 
because it gave to prayer its divinely-ordained pre- 
eminent place, even before. the preaching of the Word 
(Acts 6:4). Pentecost’s one day of preaching was 
preceded by Pentecost’s ten days of prayer. Three 
thousand souls were added “the same day” because 
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one hundred and twenty had been ten days in the same 
place (Acts 1 and 2). “And when they had prayed,” 
not when they had preached, “the place was shaken” 
(Acts 4:31). “And when they had fasted and prayed,” 
the Church’s mightiest missionary activities began 
(Acts 13:3). 

God’s order is not preaching and prayer, but prayer 
and preaching, and then more prayer (Luke 18:1; 1 
Thess. 5:17). Luther and Wesley and Knox and Ed- 
wards and Brainard and Finney and Evan Roberts 
conquered, not on their feet, but on their knees. 

od’s programs begin and continue in prayer. Re- 
vivals begin there. Evangelization begins there. Mis- 
sionary activities begin there. Spiritual conquests be- 
gin there. And likewise, temptation loses its power 
there; and darkness, and heresy, and Modernism, their 
power. “Satan flees when he sees the weakest” church 
upon its knees. 

Has God’s order been reversed in these latter days? 
Ah, but there’s not a truly God-called evangelical leader 
or Fang to-day but that in his heart desires, not man’s 
order, but God’s order; but the forces against them 
are terrific. Pray for these men of , these strategic 
centers of spiritual power and influence, these “angels” 
of the churches, these “stars” which Christ holdeth 
“in his right hand.” Pray for their protection from 
the enemy. Pray for their fresh enduement from on 
High. Pray that God will put upon them a burden of 
intercession, such as they have never known, for re- 
vival of the Church and for evangelization of the 
world. Pray for as many of them as you can by name. 
Pray for them day and night. Plead in their behalf 
the power and wisdom of the cross. Pray “always 
with all prayer and supplication in the Spirit, . . . for 
all saints,” and for the Church’s shepherds and leaders 
(Eph. 6: 18-20). Yea— pray for revival! ;

E ALL know the Fourth Commandment. From 
the day of Moses, law and custom recognize it.

all that in them is, and rested a thousand years; where- 
fore the Lord blessed the Sabbath day and hallowed it. 


Pretty good argument that! Where would the ap- 
plication come to finite mortals of three score and ten, 
or even to Moses of one hundred and twenty years? 

Who’s the fool? Those who swallow the argu- 
ments of science, which changes its logic every twenty 
years, or was it God and Moses who made the weak 
inference !

That Sunday School Conference 


Perhaps you have been longing for a conference in your Sunday School Association, or even in your 
school, and you have been uncertain how tofplan or what to plan for. 
School workers tell below about three conferences that were utterly different, and yet each strikingly out 
of the ordinary. They may suggest to you how a conference may be made possible in your community. 


Three experienced Sunday 














school work? Is it method or is it power? 

What would happen if*the machinery of the 
“organized Sunday-school work” were turned for a 
time to meeting the “soul-hunger” of the many Sun- 
day-school workers in state and county? Would not 
a like hunger in many a state and county officer be met 
in the process? Let the following narrative supply 
the answer. 

A very unusual series of meetings was held during 
the winter of 1922-23, under State Association aus- 
pices, in one of the states where the “organized Sun- 
day-school work” has reached a high degree of effi- 
ciency. The meetings were unusual in two respects: 
First, the teaching of Sunday-school methods was 
given a quite subordinate place and the emphasis was 
placed upon that spiritual equipment without which the 
best of methods is powerless. Second, and in this the 
uniqueness of the plan is manifest, the meetings were 
distinctively evangelistic as a means of placing the 
emphasis strongly upon spiritual equipment. 

The approval of God was indicated in at least three 
ways. There were twenty-one persons who, in con- 
nection with the meetings, made decisions for Christ. 
Then, the Sunday-school workers who attended gave 
evidences of having received a new vision of the work, 
a new provision of power and real spiritual help for 
their work. And the little group of speakers received 
much personal help spiritually in approaching Sunday- 
school people in this way; this was particularly true 
of the two who were usually engaged in method-teach- 
ot rs c 

The day’s program was about as follows: a. brief 


W sive is the “one thing needful” in Sunday- 


morning session as a preparation for the meetings. to’ 


follow, with some method-teaching as an attraction. 
The afternoon session was largely given to method- 
teaching, but with particular reference to the evan- 
gelistic work of the Sunday-school and as’ preparation 
for the evening session. The last session of the day 
was distinctively evangelistic and it was here that the 
results in decisions for Christ were secured. The type 
of music used throughout was selected with reference 
to the end in view. 

The team. consisted of the State General Secretary, 
the State Adult Division Superintendent, the Super- 
intendent of a Rescue Mission, selected because of 
his calling and skill as an evangelist, and his son as 
pianist. Of the two state workers, one testified that in 
years of. work: he had -spent no days that had helped 
him so much spiritually, and the other recently said

Our Sunday School Bible Conference 


i yes secretary. of the Township Sunday School 
Association I came face to face with the fact that 
there are a hundred teachers in the township with an 
average attendance of .seven hundred and forty-one, 
and out of that number only eight pupils were taken 
from the Sunday-school into the church. This seemed a 
very small fruit for so large an organization, so I 
began to look for that which would remedy the sit- 
uation. If we held evangelistic services we could ac- 
complish a great deal, but the influence of evangelistic 
services generally lasts only a few weeks. If we could 
only carry the influence that evangelistic services cre- 
ate over the whole year, how much would be gained! 
This would be the natural result if we could get all 
of the teachers so set upon bringing their scholars to 
Christ that they would use their influence every Sun- 
day to that end. 

After much prayer a Bible Conference seemed to be 
the only way. So I spoke to the President of the 
Association and he was very favorable to the proposi- 
tion. The Executive Committee adopted it, and left 
most of the arrangements up to me. I was very thank- 
ful, for then I could be sure that the men who spoke 
would be men who loved the Lord and held to the 
fundamentals of the Christian faith. 

Arrangements were made with a near-by Bible 
school to supply the speakers. As to finances, we were 
to make a free-will offering to the school. This just 
seemed God’s plan, for we had less than ten dollars in 
the treasury, and our plans of advertising and speakers’ 


expenses all had to be met by the meetings them- 
selves, 

There were many ideas as to advertising which if 
carried out would have given us far greater results. 
Every teacher in the township should have been reached 
personally by a letter and given such tracts as would 
naturally raise interest in the conference. But, be- 
cause of lack of helpers it had to be left undone. How- 
ever, notices were sent to superintendents every week 
and printed posters were placed all about the township. 
To create more interest we organized a united choir 
and this was very successful. 

The meetings of the conference were well attended, 
having an average of nearly a hundred, and the inter- 
est ran high. Many teachers and members of the 
school testified to the blessings they received. 

It is now seven months since our first conference 
and we have just completed another. It was planned 
very similar to the first, with the exception that on 
Sunday afternoon we had a rally of all the Sunday- 
schools of the township. One or two schools would 
not join in, but we had over two hundred scholars of 
the age of accountability who heard the Gospel so 
clear and plain that they have no éxcuse. 

It would be impossible to give many concrete results, 
but God has said, “My word shall not return unto me 
void,” and the Word has been preached. Two members 
of the Sunday-school are now attending a Bible school 
as a direct result of these conferences, and we are sure 
that time will show a still greater influence for good 
which has come through our Bible conferences.—Roy- 
den C. Sanders, Stratford, N. J.

Favorable exchange gives a great opportunity. Five 
hundred American dollars will give the start to a 
veritable stronghold of the Gospel. With such en- 
couragement these new Protestants will do the rest. 

In the last five years three hundred Czech priests 
have left the Roman church, and a full hundred are 
now leading in the new movement. The reformation 
is steadily spreading in Moravia. In Brunn, the capi- 
tal of Moravia, the church of the Brethren has in- 
creased its membership by two thousand, and the 
church is so cramped that three services must be: held 
each Sunday. Mr. Sedy, the apostle in this province, 
reports forty-five hundred converts in a half dozen 
towns. They are toilsomely constructing chapels. In 
Pecky, a suburb of Hus’ Prague, a communion cup 
standing on a Bible tops the steeple. 

Prague has become a sort of open door to the whole 
Slavic world.’ University education having broken 
dewn in Bolshevist Russia, the government of Czecho- 
slovakia supports a Russian university ip tres with 
Russian high and elementary schools with Russian in- 
structors and six thousand students, paying their 
board and providing free tuition and even clothing. 
There is also a group of Ukrainian schools, includ- 
ing a university with nine hundred students, also sup- 
ported by the Czech government. The reformation, if 
carried through in Czechoslovakia, is bound to influ- 
ence these’ Russian exiles, and eventually the’ millions 
in Russia. 


The Battle at Vaikum.—A struggle of great. sig- 
nificance is proceeding in the state of Travancore 
(South India). In the little town of Vaikum is a 
temple of high renown about which live a consider- 
able body of people of caste. The state highway, 
lighted and kept in repair by taxes on all castes and 
classes, passes close to it. An-eighth of a mile from 
the temple is a signpost reading, “Within this area 
are the temple quarters. Entrance to the public is 
prohibited.” In consequence of this prohibition the 
Outcaste has to make a detour of a mile and a half 
before he can connect with the main road again. “ 

For a Puliyer who approaches within fifty feet of 
a Brahmin brings to the latter pollution requiring in- 
convenient and expensive ceremonial purification and 
the hardly less objectionable Thiya’s range is a full 
thirty feet. ‘ 

-The National Congress of India (a. non-govern- 
mental organization) has formally declared that the 
social equality of all Hindus is essential to the attain- 
ment of self-government. Its local constituent organ- 
izations have been directed to endeavor in every. way 
to realize this ideal, and accordingly the committee at 
Vaikum has made of the present incident a test case. 
After verifying the facts they resolved to head a joint 
procession of unapproachables and caste people over 
the road. Three Satyagrahis were arrested and sen- 
tenced to. six months. Others offered. themselves for 
arrest in such numbers that finally the government 
after imprisoinng twenty-three decided to jail no more. 

A cordon of police was stretched across the road. 
Satyagrahis stood pew | them day and night fasting 
until they swooned and had to be removed by the po- 
lice. Mahatma Ghandi, hearing of this, sent. word 
that the policy of non-violence did not countenance 
this form of passive resistance. 

“The third and present stage of this revolt,” writes 
a correspondent of the Indian Witness on the ground, 
“is that barriers have been erected across the roads 
leading to the temple. On the temple side stand _police 
and on the other side, facing them day and night by 
relays, the Satyagrahis clad in homespun and wearing 


the Ghandi Cap. They are comprised of, caste and. 


outcaste men. This struggle has gone on since March 
»”» 


It is a revolt against caste within Hinduism. High- 
spirited youth from all over India are volunteering 
to join the watch-guard of passive resisters. Women, 
too, are standing in front of the barrier — at times in 
pouring rain. Akalis from the Punjab have set up a 
free kitchen to give, at their own expense, food and 
drink to the volunteers. They have come from Lahore, 
fifteen hundred miles away, to help in the assault upon 
caste discrimination, that great bastion of Hinduism 
and drag on India’s life. Missionary sappers have in 


the. past undermined the hoary institution, 
looks as if it might be exploded. 


One Cent Portions of the Scriptures.—Gospels, 
Acts, Proverbs, were circulated by the American Bible 
Society in the past year to the number of three million 
six hundred thousand.

India Gets a 


Missionary Vision 








The Rev. C. F. Andrews is leading the 
young church of India out into foreign mis- 
sionary expansion and specifically into Af- 
rican missions. In a letter which appeared 
in The East and the West he explains why 
Christian Hindus are peculiarly fitted to 
work in Africa. They are tropically accli- 
mated; they can live more cheaply for this 
reason in Africa than can whites who have 
to safeguard themselves with frequent fur- 
loughs and other precautions against sick- 
ness, It would not be policy to send Hin- 
dus into the arctic regions of Siberia or 
Northern Canada to pioneer missions, Suum 
cusque [ 

The Indian Christian church is awaken- 
ing to the task beyond its borders, “ There 
is an eager thirst for self-sacrifice. A band 
of young Indian Christians. meeting for 
prayer in Lahore after talking the matter 
over with Mr. Andrews sent two of their 
number back to him to tell of their willing- 
ness to go out to Africa, At the meeting of 
the National Christian Council at Poona 
Mr. Andrews presented his plan and that it 
caught fire is evidenced by the volume of 
letters which later came, urging the claims 
of Africa upon Indian Christianity. The 
Syrian Christian church in Travancore and 
the church in Ceylon is also showing inter- 
est, and even the Hindus who are not 
Christian but who have seen the workings of 
Christian. missions in India are expressing 
their gratification as nationalists,

This year Wesley College at Coomassie begins its 
work of training teachers and evangelists, and of the 
twenty-three thousand pounds which the fine’ buildings 
cost, the Ashantis and other Gold Coast people have 
guaranteed no less than sixteen thousand pounds. The 
site, two years ago a jungle, has been cleared and 
presented by the Ashanti chief Debankah. . The lofty 
tower of the main building has architectural motives 
reminiscent of the typical Ashanti stool: 

In this’ connection friends of ‘missions will rejoice 
that the new state university of the Gold Coast, Achi- 
mota University, is to be under the presidency of that

The mission organ “The Drum Call” tells the story 
of Bekali Mendom, a Christian préacher of this mis- 
sion: - 

“Twenty-five years ago he was an: unknown black 
among the thousands of the Ngumba tribe; to-day he 
is honored ‘by the hundreds and even thousands who 
touched his life and were in turn touched by the Spirit 
that dwelt therein. Mention his name and any one 
who ever knew him will kindle into instant response 
as the memory calls up the image of the little man who 
was always so good, so sympathetic, so humble, and 
so earnest in the work of his Master. 

“This energetic black evangelist would at times hold 
as many as three hundred meetings a month and keep 
it up for four or five months! Think of the physical 
strain alone of holding a daily average of ten group 
meetings every day, for months!" He knew the value 
of the bicycle to help him ‘over the interminable miles 
he was always walking, but ever refused to buy one 
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for fear, as he said, lest he would pass by some one 
to whom he should speak of Christ. 

“No white missionary in Cameroon will ever have 
stars in his crown to compare with the number shin- 
ing in that of this black man, once unknown, once a 
heathen, now in his reward—the tireless winner of 
souls, the humble servant of the Lord Jesus Christ — 
Bekali Mendom.” - 


. In East Central Africa.—The last report of the 
missions of the United Free Church of Scotland is 
full of encouraging news from Central Africa. A 
deputy recently visiting all the stations in behalf of the 
chads says that more has been accomplished here in 
one generation than in other fields in a hundred years. 
“As one passes through the land and everywhere 
comes upon Christian churches and schools and flour- 
ishing mission stations, it is difficult to believe that 
less than fifty years ago the district was wholly un- 
touched by Christian influences. . Yet it is.a difficult 
field. Huge forests and swamps are met everywhere, 
the villages are small and often widely separated. 

“I was greatly impressed by the work of our mis- 
sion in Northern Rhodesia,” says the deputy.. “Chi- 
tambo, Chinsali, and Mwenzo are three great centers 
from which Christian light and civilization are radiat- 
ing over a great area, and already thousands of Chris- 
tians are to be found in the villages that are scattered 
through the great forests of that region.” . The last 
of these stations dates from 1894; the other two from 
1906 and 1913. Last year three hundred and twenty- 
five adults were baptized (out of a thousand candi- 
dates) at Mwenzo. That splendid missionary, Dr. 
Chisholm, who has charge of this station, describes 
the communion services .as very inspiring. eo 

“The elders take a large part. They are men of one 
book, the Book, and their knowledge is surprising. 
They are as good as a concordance, and can. help the 
minister out with chapter and verse to any reference. 
Our Kirk session has been increased to twenty-five 


' eldets and twenty-five deacons this year. Any of them 


” can conduct'a service and give a good sermon at the 
. shortest: notice. We have received from the printers 
’ our translations of Acts, Romans, and a new hymn- 
book of two hundred and fifty hymns.” | * 


At Chitambo, Mr. Moffatt is giving a first-rate 
agricultural training to lads on a well-watered farm 
of three thousand acres. At Tamanda school work has 
been greatly hampered by the prevalence of lions 
which show their liking for human flesh. (Miss Chris- 
tie of Ekwendi also reports, “My work has been 
varied. In the early part of the year the hospital was 
kept busy with patients injured by lions.”) The hos- 
pital at Kasungu, with operating theatre and dispens- 
ary, exercises a great influence for good onthe whole 
district with its thirty thousand people. Dr. Chis- 
holm declares that his teaching and practise of pre- 
ventive hygiene has largely ended the harrying of 
sleeping sickness, African tick. fever, and malaria in 
the Mwenzo region, At Karonga there is a spon- 
taneous revival movement, although the station has 
not been manned with a foreign missionary for seven 
years. The native pastor and elders have evangelized 
all the villages in a two hundred mile area, and church 
services and schools are crowded. The great and 
successful mission of Stewart and Elmslie among the 
Ngoni, a powerful, gesolute people now serving Christ 
with all the energy they once put into tribal forays, 
should not be forgotten. Of Dr. Laws’. continued 
activities at Livingstonia a whole new monograph 
could be written. 


Savorless Salt.—It is a fact worthy. of meditation 
that the opening of a campaign to: double the present 
huge endowments of the University of Chicago should 
coincide with the disclosures. of the Loeb-Leopold 
murder. Both of these perverted intellectuals were 
graduate students at this university, and one of them 
had been under its influence during the four years 
of his undergraduate training. - The University of 
Chicago was started a quarter-of a century ago as “a 
great Christian university” in the high places of ma- 
terialism. ‘Those who contributed their little sums to 
its initial million were assured that it would provide 
salt to redeem the whole Middle West from future 
corruption. Does any one believe that it has done any- 
thing of the sort? 

The Baptist Seminary at Morgan Park was taken 
over and incorporated into the new university at its 
start. Its character is now so changed that the man- 
agement feels free to welcome the Meadville (Uni- 
tarian) seminary to a merger which only the action 
of a few objecting Unitarians is at present preventing. 
Out of this “Baptist” divinity school has gone the Re- 
ligious Education Association with its large schemes 
for transforming the whole church educational life 
of America in a rationalist direction. But the uni- 
versity which promotes these ambitious projects now 
exhibits an inability to produce character of an even 
tolerable sort. Naturally one cannot lay this crime to 
its charge. All sorts of influences converged to pro- 
duee these degenerates. But is the university to be 
altogether absolved? Has its divinity: school ever 
done anything to bring Christ’s regeneration to spir- 
itually bankrupt members of the student body? How 
much can one find in the endless stream of books 
which have issued from the University of Chicago 
Press which is caleulated to build up evangelical faith 
and with it Christian character? 
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Sume years ago Professor William James of Har- 
vard came to lecture at the University of Chicago 
and in one address had occasion to speak of his dis- 
illusionment concerning the moralizing power of mere 
education. “I have been a citizen of Cambridge for 
many years,” he said; “and in my time there has been 
no enterprise of public or private rascality that has 
not been organized or led by a Harvard graduate.” 

Is it not about time for the universities to call off 
their endowment campaigns until they can make some 
contribution to the higher levels of education involved 
in the making of Christian personality?~ Is it not time 
for the American college to return to the educational 
ideal of the fathers when it was a Gewissensschule 
(school of conscience) as well Wissensschule (school 
of knowledge) ? 


The New Birth and the College.—The Ingersoll 
Lectureship on Immortality at Harvard two years ago 
was delivered by a professor in the Harvard Divinity 
School, Dr. Kirsopp Lake, whose “confessio fidei” (as 
he said) was as follows: “I enjoy my own existence. 
I enjoy all of it, its bad, I' fear, as well as its good, 
But I am not so much intoxicated by the love of my 
own individuality as to think that it can be or ought 
to be immortal.” - 

The lecturer, 
Mr. Philip Cabot, struck the note of John 3:3, “I 
believe Jesus spoke the literal truth when he said, ‘Ex- 
cept a man be born again he cannot see the kingdom 
of God.’

Readers of Dr. Rendel Harris’ curious 
studies which have unmasked the presence 
of Castor and Pollux in the calendars and 

. hagiography of the Catholic churches will 
recall the horror which the birth of twins 
often excites in the minds of savage peoples, 
especially in West Africa. ‘This strange 
superstition is deeply imbedded in the folk- 
lore of the past, but the Scotch mission in 
Old Calabar is helping to, break it.

“In the towns and villages we have nine- 
teen rescued twins in the care of church 
women: ‘They vary in age from four 
months to six years. ‘The presence of these 
twins in the towns has done a great deal to 
drive out the fear among the people, and we 
have had several cases where heathen par- 
ents have saved twins alive themselves.” 
Formerly they would have been destroyed— 
even buried alive—and the mother subjected 
to all kinds of physical abuse. 











found at last relief in prayer, the expression of one’s 
earning for immortality and for communion with God. 

y prayer was answered, and I was born again almost 
exactly at the age of fifty.” 

The colleges in the old days preached the new birth, 
and the foundations of character were laid in college 
revivals. Mr. Cabot relates his experiences in a col- 
lege of the modern type where regeneration and the 
fruits of regeneration have no place. “Owing to the 
reaction against dogmatic theology which was strong 
at that time,” he says, “the systematic practise of wor- 
ship formed no part of my early education at college. 
I received no religious training or inspiration; the 
greatest preaching of the period did not produce any 
permanent effect. My native tendency to individual- 
ism, materialism, and intellectual skepticism was em- 
phasized by my college course, and I was given too 
early a freedom which I was incompetent to use. As a 
result of a native weakness and the lack of religious 
motive my life has been largely wasted.” 

This was said of the Harvard of President Eliot and 
Professor Peabody’s time. 


A typical college president of earlier American ed- 
ucation was Mark Hopkins of Williams. President 
Hopkins constantly preached for revivals among the 
students and got them. The creative power of Christ 
was present in the college and when the men reported 
in after years it was not of wasted lives. ‘Whatever 
poor teaching I may have done has been Mark Hop- 
kins teaching through me,” said General Armstrong 
of Hampton. And the missionary David S. Scudder 
in like vein, “I cannot let this occasion pass without 
expressing my thankfulness to God that he serit me to 
Williams. I knew nothing of the college when I en- 
tered except that.a friend of mine had been converted 
there a year before, and I wished to be converted also, 
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and therefore I went. Committing myself to Christ 
I also committed myself to his service abroad.” There 
are no finer words in the history of American edu- 
cation than the tribute paid to President Hopkins by 
a oy of igo ag ager gs at the White House 
in his presence and in that of his distinguis i 
President Garfield. one seaeciagiatigan 

Such monsters as the Loebs and Leopolds would 
have been inconceivable in the Williams of Mark Hop- 
kins’ day. 


Was The Acts a Brief for Paul’s Trial?—Profes- 
sor A, M. Perry of Smith College thinks so, or at 
least that chapters 16-28 constitute such a brief for 
his defense. The narratives depict Paul as moving 
under the protection of Roman citizenship and the Ro- 
man authorities while his opponents resort to violence 
(Acts 16: 25-34; 19: 23-41; 21: 30-40; 23: 10-35; 28: 
30, 31). Then the legal precedents for Paul’s case 
are given in statements of his acquittal in lower Ro- 
man courts: Acts 16: 35-40; 17: 5-9; 18: 12-17; 22: 
22-29; 24: 1-9 and 22, 23; 25: 13-27; 26: 30-32. Thirdly 
the speeches recorded constitute a plea in Paul’s de- 
fense,— Acts 17: 16-33, a defense of his message for 


the pagan mind; Acts 24: 10-21, his fidelity to Jewish- 


institutions; Acts 22: 1-21, a defense of his faithful- 
ness to the Jewish God; and Acts 26: 1-23, of his 
loyalty to the Jewish faith. 

Finally Paul is defended against the imputation of 

belonging to or advocating an illegal religion by his 
emphasis on the Jewish origin and character of Chris- 
tianity, Paul is seen preaching in synagogues, often 
favored by Jews, and at other times engaged in an 
internal quarrel in Judaism of no interest to the Ro- 
man state (Acts 16: 1-3; 17: 11-13; 18:2-8, 18-22; 
18:24 to 19:8; 22:30 to 23:9; 28: 17-28). 
- This theory would account for the concentration on 
Paul in the last half of Acts; also for the abrupt 
ending as-of a brief coming down to date, the date 
of the imminent trial. 

Dr. J. Ironside Still’s “St. Paul on Trial” (Students’ 
Christian Movement) moves on similar lines, but in 
addition the writer finds arguments for the defense 
in the earlier chapters also. Thus the emphasis laid 
on the fact that Jesus is the Jews’ Christ points to 
a claim that Christians should have the rights of other 
Jews and the protection of the Roman officials in their 
worship. Paul’s address at Athens would make clear 
to the Roman officials that he did not indulge in any 
illegal proselytism. 

If this line of interpretation carries truth it makes, 
according to Dr. Still, the year A. D. 61 fhe last pos- 
sible year for the composition of Acts. But the Gos- 


_ pel of Luke preceded the Acts, and the composition of 


Mark preceded Luké. Hence the first written Gospel 
would be pushed back to within twenty-five years of 
the cricifixion. 


_ Brief Notes from Abroad.—M. Raymond Poincare, 
just before resigning his office as President of the 
French Republic, made a contribution of a thousand 
francs to the French Salvation Army. .. .Mme. Kar- 
inskaya, a Russian prima donna, escaped from Bol- 
shevist Russia into China and brought into a fuller 
Christian experience through the ministry of Dr. Go- 
forth, has joined the Fetler Mission and will work 
among the Russians of Poland.... The Free Church 
of Scotland has over five thousand native workers on 
its foreign mission staff. . . . The Societe Coligny, 
organized twenty-five years ago, is transplanting Prot- 
estants from the over-populated valleys of the French 
Alps into Algeria. More than two hundred families 
have there found prosperity. M. Réveillaud, who leads 


-this enterprise, says that those settled in Algeria are 


now on the point of sending their children into Tunis 
and Morocco,.a seed *of Protestant Christianity in 
North Africa. ... A center of Baptist work in Hun- 
gary has been provided by the First Baptist Church 
of Shreveport, La., which has bought a valuable piece 
of property in the heart of Buda Pest. Here a church 
building and theological seminary will be erected... . 
The Revival Continues in Belfast.—At the Bethany 
Presbyterian Church two women evangelists, Miss 
Kellie and Miss Forsyth, have been having great meet- 
ings among factory workers. The number of mothers 
with infants attending made it necessary to turn the 
vestry into a nursery. Finally St. Enoch’s, the largest 
church in the city, had to be opened. “I have never 
seen anything like these meetings during my ministry 
of nearly forty years,” writes the pastor... . Mr. Reg- 
inald Stephens, ex-chief stoker of H. M. S. “Aus- 
tralia,” now preaching to men in Australia, is de- 
scribed by “The Southern Cross” as about the strong- 
est personality in sane evangelism that has come to 
the front since the War. .. . Mr. Soichi Saito, the 
national secretary of the Y. M. C. A. in Japan, is an 
earnest Christian and a brilliant organizer. It is in- 
teresting to learn that he is a connection of the late 
Prince Yamagata, the astute creator of Japan’s mod- 
ern army. Another interesting bit of information 
comes from St. Paul’s school, Tokyo. Readers of 
Mitford’s “Tales fromm Old Japan” will remember the 
story of Oishi Yoshio, the leader. of the famous Forty- 
seven Ronin, a personage as wel:-known in Japanese 
feudal history as Richard the Lion-hearted in Eng- 
lish. His only living descendant, Oishi Yoshioki, has 
ae pens graduated from this Episcopal mission 
school.

I. The Scripture To Be Read 


HE secret of Christ’s mighty ministry of grace 

i lay in his ‘prayer life. He arose a great whilc 
before day and spent the time in prayer. The 
study of the abundant and blessed service wrought by the 
Father through him seems traceable, in many revealed 
instances, to the preceding season of prayer. If it was 
necessary, as well as in harmony with the will of God, 
that his own Son, in the place of dependence, should 
live the life of prayer, how much more is it so for us? 
But we believe that it was, above all, a privilege of 
entering into partnership with God as to the fulfilment 
of his purpose of mercy and grace: Our Lord himself, 
the Author of the Old as weil as the New Testament, 
states in Isaiah 45:11, concerning the work of his 
hands; “Command ye me.” His attitude toward the 
Father, of wholg-hearted dependence upon him for 
guidance, for power, and for all the service for which 
he had been sent, fully illustrates the thought of our 
Lord concerning us. He has not only invited us into 
the most intimate partnership with himself as priests 
unto God, as to the fulfilment of God’s purpose in this 
age, but has revealed to us that this is the highest and 
holiest ministry in which he is pleased to use any of 
his redeemed ones. He waits upon the prayers of his 
children for the accomplishment, of his purpose (1

The statement that “All 
men seek for thee” found no response for a place of 
popularity in the heart of our Lord. He immediately 
said, “Let us go into the next towns, that I may preach 
there also, for therefore came I forth.” He came, not 
to become a popular preacher, but to seek and to save 
the lost. His attitude in this matter was wholly un- 
natural — it was spiritual. His eye was always single 
to the glory of God in the fulfilment of God’s pur- 
pose to show mercy to the sinner (Psa. 40:7, 8). 
The ministry of our Lord seems to have covered a 
wide scope “throughout all Galilee,” spoiling the goods 
of Satan by casting out demons. And yet, he has told 
us that, “He that believeth on me, the works that I 


do shall he do also; and greater works than these shall 


he do” (John 14: 12-14). : 
hese words of our Lord are almost a_stumbling- 
block to many believers largely use we look at 
ourselves rather than at God’s Son, the mighty Worker 
sent to work in, and for, and through us by his Spirit, 
his marvelous works of grace. Just as long as we 


lean on the arm of flesh, none of the works-that our. 


Lord speaks of will ever be accomplished. It is the 
Holy Spirit’s ministry that, is to accomplish the work 
of redemption, witnessing of Christ, as risen and glo- 
rified, having all power in heaven and in earth. But 
the Spirit is pleased to use every yielded believer for 
the accomplishment of his purpose of calling out the 
Bride for God’s Son during this dispensation. If our 
attitude toward the Spirit is the same as that of our 
Lord, that of whole-hearted dependence upon God, the 
results spoken of by our Lord will be fully accom- 
plished (Phil. 2:13; Eph. 1:11; 4: 11, 12,,16). 


Il.. The Graded Topics 


1. Intermediate and Senior Topics: Jesus the Great 
Physician. Jesus was indeed the great Physician, such 


-a Physician as the world has never seen, because 


health was as contagious with him as disease is with 
us. He was not only immune from all the contagious 
diseases, but was immune from sin as well. He could 
touch the unclean leper, and yet be clean from all con- 
tagion of that deadly, loathsome disease. In the same 
way he could touch the vilest sinner, and yet not be 
tainted by sin. This was because in-him dwelt all the 
fulness of the Godhead bodily, and the Word of God 
was not only hidden in his heart, but dwelt in him 
richly (Col. 2:9; 3:16; Psa. 119:11). The motive 
that moved our Lord to touch and heal the leper was 
his compassion; that is, he was “touched with the feel- 
ing of our infirmities.” “He knoweth our frame, he 
remembereth that we are dust” (Heb. 4:15; Gen. 2: 
7: -Péa: 103% 14). 

The same compassion that moved our Lord must 
move us, as his servants, if we would be used to bring 
the cleansing power of his Word to those who are 
death-doomed because of the leprosy of sin. The 
blessed Gospel of the Son of God is the only message 
_ has such cleansing power (Rom. 1:16; 1 John 1: 
7) 
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2. Young People and Adults: Medical Missions. 
Some may think of our Lord as a medical missionary. 
Whether or-not we have a right thus to speak of him 
is a question. One of the lines of teaching empha- 
sized in these days is that of healing, but it is not so 
emphasized in Scripture. The truth that is funda- 
mental for the salvation of the lost is the death and 
resurrection of our Lord, and these glorious facts are 
revealed more and more fully from Genesis to Rev- 
elation, first in type, promise, prophecy, Psalm, and 
then literal fulfilment in the Gospels, and clearly set 
forth in doctrine in the Epistles. The healing of the 
body as compared with the revelation of these glori- 
ous facts of the Gospel is incidental. The purpose 
of our Lord in healing the sick and diseased bodies 
of men was principally to prove his claims as the Mes- 
siah, the Son of God (Matt. 8:17). Medical mis- 
sions conducted for the one supreme object of: leading 
the lost to a knowledge of Jesus Christ as their Sav- 
iour receive the blessing of , as has been abun- 
dantly proved by the results in many lands. The ob- 


ject of the Holy Spirit in this dispensation is to get : 


a bride for God’s Son, not te heal all of the diseased 
bodies of mankind (Acts 1:8; 15:14). 


Ill. The Golden Text 
Mark 1:40. 


“Thou canst niake me clean.” This text was the 
utterance of faith. It was preceded by “If thou wilt,” 
and it was answered by our Lord, “I will, be thou 
clean.” The compassionate Servant who healed the 


. leper so promptly, said to another needy one, “All 


things are possible to him that believeth,” and also, 
“All things are possible with God’ (Mark 9:23; 10: 
27). Faith then is the hand that is lifted up toward 
the mighty hand of God, which has in Christ reached 
down to us, filled with blessing and ready to bestow 
upon our needy hearts and bodies his gracious supply. 
Faith is the attitude of heart which takes God at his 
word and realizes the fulfilment of his exceeding great 
and precious promises (Heb. 11:1; 2 Peter 1: 4). 


IV. Devotional Reading 


Psalm 65: 1-7, 

This Psalm reveals much of the goodness and great- 
ness of God. His goodness is not divorced from his 
greatness, nor his greatness from his goodness, but 
as stated in the Psalm, “The manifestation of his

F WE are to confine ourselves to the incident of 

the missionary tour which is set forth in the les- 
son, then perhaps the Golden Text offers us as good 
a focus of thought as we are likely to choose. Or if 
we think of spiritual cleansing and not merely that 
which is physical, then this same text may serve us 
as the expression of the work of the Lord not only 
.on this tour but throughout his earthly life and on 
down into the days of the present, 

The lesson subject, however, suggests the compre- 
hensiveness of a mission tour, not merely the incident 
of a single healing, however important; and verse 39 
indicates that the healing of the leper was but a 
single happening in a larger ministry, not all .of which 
is given us in detail. And Christ’s own words about 
the purpose of his coming forth, as well as his wish 
to get away from the crowds to which his disciples 
wished him to minister, are evidence that he did not 
regard the healing as the main purpose of his mis- 
sion. He makes clear that the preaching was the end 
for which he came forth, and in the record of Mat- 
thew, Mark, and Luke the preaching is given prior 
“importance. His instruction to the leper also seems 
to indicate that he did not wish the seeking for physical 
good to hinder his giving of the more important mes- 
sage. The heart of the lesson, as a missionary les- 
son, seems to be, “The next towns... preach.” This 
was what moved in his heart after the morning vigil. 
Healing now, as then, is not “the first work” even 
for the medical missionary.

Prophecy in This Lesson 
By Lewis Sperry Chafer 


AS IN the preceding lesson, the prophecy of this 
lesson looks back to the vision of Isaiah concern- 
ing the preaching ministry of the Messiah (Isa. 
61:1, 2). Relating himself to this prophecy as its

fulfilment, he said, “For therefore came I forth”; 
and the narrative continues, “And he preached in 
pear | ~ ita throughout all Galilee’ (Mark 
I: 36, 39). 

According to Isaiah’s vision (61:1, 2), Christ's 

message was to be that of “glad tidings.” There is no 
reference here to the good news that would con- 
Stitute the message of saving grace to the whole 
world, and which would be of his death and resur- 
rection. The “glad tidings” were concerning the 
fulfilment of Israel’s covenants and her earthly glory 
which is yet to be under the reign of her Messiah- 
King. This is made clear in Matthew 4:23, where it 
is said that Christ went about all Galilee “preaching 
the Gospel of the kingdom.” 
. Isaiah declares that the Messianic preaching by 
Christ would be addressed to the “meek.” In the 
kingdom expectation “the meek . . . shall inherit the 
earth” (Matt. 5:5), and the judgment of the King 
will be to “reprove with equity for the meek of the 
earth” (Isa. 11:4; see also Isa, 29:19; Zeph. 2:3; 
Psa. 45:4; 76:9). Under the present provisions in 
grace, meekness is wrought in the believer by the 
Spirit, and is never rewarded. There is great con- 
trast between the position of the people who are ad- 
dressed in Matthew 5:5 and the position of those 
who are in view in Galatians 5:22, 23. The “meek 
shall inherit the earth,” but the redeemed under 
grace are “strangers and pilgrims” here, and their 
inheritance is not the earth or any part of the earth, 
but is in heaven (Phil, 3:20; 1 Pet. 1:4).

ND he straitly charged him,.and forthwith sent him 

away (v. 43). The word for “sent him away” is 
exebalen, thrust him out, cast *him out, a rather sharp 
word it would seem. It is almost as if ‘his tender heart 
could not stand a moment longer the sight of this 
leper’s horrible plight. -The Sadhu Sundar Singh has 
remarked on the suffering’ which others’ sufferings 
must have caused to our Lord’s finely strung organism. 
“IT once saw a sweeper,” he says, “carrying a pan of 
ordure in one hand, the stench of which made me 
almost vomit. But the sweeper was so used to it that 
with his spare hand he was holding food to his mouth 
and eating it. Just so we are so habituated to the sin 
and evil of the world that we live in it quite uncon- 
cerned. But Christ would have felt in the midst of it 
as I felt when the sweeper passed by me. Accordingly 
it is a mistake to think of the suffering of Christ as 
being confined to the crucifixion. Christ was thirty- 
three years upon the Cross.” The word embrimesa- 
menos, which is translated “straitly charged him,” is 
much debated, and it is a question whether here too 


it may not have some suggestion of revulsion, as in 


Mark 14:5, “And they :murmured against her,” and 
especially as in John 11; 38, “Jesus therefore groaning 
in himself.” The word originally means “to snort,” 
as a Startled horse. One thinks then of the fetid odors 
of death, of the nauseous running sores of the leper 
and how the whole cémplex of misery which daily 
forced itself on our Lord must have excited his horror 
and righteous indignation against the powers of dark- 
ness.

How to Master This Lesson

Introduction ‘ 


OD’S viewpoint, throughout r and 2 
Kings, is “the kingdom” which he 
had established in Israel. To this view- 
point, what is said about the kings is 
subordinate. These books, originally one 
book, record how both kings and: people 
failed and how “the kingdom” was re- 
moved (see 2 Kings 17:21; 24:3, 4, 20; 
Jer. 22: 2-30; 27: 4-8, 12; Ezek. 21: 27) 
from Israel. The lesson fits into this 
scheme by recurding how Solomon, al- 
though he had received such glory from 
God, yet turned away from him and made 
it necessary to divide “the kingdom.” 
Historical Setting 
The heights of glory, which Israel 
reached under Solomon, were God given 
(see 1 Kings 3:13; 10:23). It is a 
historical fact that all nations, including 
Egypt, were at this time in a weakened 
condition. But Israel’s prominence was 
not due to the weakness of the nations; 
rather, their weakness was due to God’s 
exaltation of Israel. The height of pros- 
perity was, as ever, because of sin the 
beginning of decay.

Geography 


_ That tong, ridge which lies, east of Je- 
rusalem, and is separated from it by the 
Kidron ravine, has three well-marked 
summits. The middle one is the “Mount 
of Olives” proper. The southern summit 
is “The Hill of Offense,” so-called be- 
cause here Solomon built the “high 
places” (11:7). For three centuries 
(comp. 2 Kings 23:13) they faced the 
Temple, across the Kidron ravine and 
scarcely a mile away. 


How to Study this Lesson 


“When Solomon had finished” — “the 
Lord appeared” (1 Kings 9:1, 2). Solo- 
mon was satiated (see Eccles. 2: 11, 12), 
but he was not satisfied, for God only 
can satisfy the human heart (comp. Psa. 
17:15; 107:8, 9). In the message (9: 
1-9) he offers himself to Solomon; study 
and teach from this angle; note what 
God had done and what, conditionally, he 
will do. This time, God’s condescension 
does not touch Solomon’s heart (comp. 
1 Kings 3:15); why not? 

Moral Decay: This is the key to chap- 
ter 9:10-28. Solomon had asked wis- 
dom to rule justly (see 1 Kings 3:7-9, 
12). But he gave the people’s land away 
(9:11) and he oppressed them (9:15; 1 
Kings 12:4, 10, 14); this was forbidden 
(see Lev. 25:10, 13, 23, 24, 34; Deut. 
24: 14, 15); other wrongs are indicated. 
Samuel had warned the people of this (1 
Sam. 8: 11-18). 


Sheba’s Queen: (1) She traced his 
wisdom to its source in God (10:1, 2; 
comp. Matt. 12:42); (2) found that the 
reality exceeded the report (see 10:7; 
comp. John 16:15; 1 Cor. 2:9-12); and 
(3) “gave the king” (10:10) rich gifts, 
but received more from “his royal bounty” 
(10:13); thus it is always when one 
gives to him of whom Solomon is a type 
(comp. Mark 10: 29, 30). 


Solomon's Glory (10: 14-29): It (1) 
is a type of Christ’s millennial reign 
(comp. Matt. 25:31); (2) reveals Solo- 
mon’s heart, note how frequently he is 
mentioned; (3) introduces the next chap- 











ter. The last view is the most important, 
and “But Solomon loved” (11:1), begins 
the next chapter to set in contrast the: 
source of the apostasy. 
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Apostasy (11: 1-10): It is “falling 
away” (2 Thess. 2: 3) from God. Solo- 
mon not only permitted idolatry, but he 
himself became an idolater (vs. 5, 6) and 
led others into it (comp. vs. 7, 8, 11, 33 
with 9:6). By slow degrees “his heart 
was turned from the Lord” (11:9). Con- 
sider “heart” in verses 2 and 4; “out of 
it are the issues of life’ (Prov. 4:23; 
Jer. 17:9, 10; Mark 7: 21-23). 

Judgment (11: 11-40): It is pro- 
nounced; the kingdom must be divided 
after his death; why the delay ? — “for 
David thy father’s sake”; why one tribe? 
— “for David my servant's sake.” Judg- 
ment begins; three adversaries “stirred 
up”; the last is most important (comp. 
12: 20) ; the first two are a heritage from 
David’s reign, restrained by God while 
Solomon pleased him. 


Other Scripture 


Ecclesiastes 1:12 to 4:16 records the 
life failure of Solomon. His wisdom 
never rose to ‘the fear of the Lord” (Prov. 
1:7), but concerned the things “under 
the sun.” The lesson covers the last 
twenty years of his reign; in the first 
twenty were his immense building opera- 
tions (9:15-19); from these he turned, 
not to relieve the people of their toil 
and taxes, but to “rejoice in his own 
works” (Eccles. 3: 22), not those of God. 
Thus, his wisdom was no match for that 
of Satan (1 Pet. 5:8) and pride, sensual- 
ity, and a false philosophy overcame him,

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Marion Lawrance Answers

What is the difference between the Inter- 
national and the World’s Sunday School As- 
sociations ? 

HE International: Sunday School As- 

sociation, now known by the name of 
“The International Council of Religious 
Education,” covers North America only, 
and deals with all phases of co-operative 
Sunday-school_ work. ‘ 

The World’s Sunday School Associa- 
tion:is more largely a missionary organ- 
ization, and covers the whole world, The 
International Sunday School Association 
is one of the units. 

very large proportion of the World's 
Association is purely missionary territory 
and the work done along Sunday-school 
lines ‘is such as would be adapted to mis- 
sionary fields. It is more elementary and 
primitive than we would expect to find 
in the United States.or Canada, and yet 
there are locations in these countries that 
are primitive enough. 

New York.—Is it a good plan, in the aduit 
Bible classes, for men and women to be to- 
gether in the same class? 

NS AND yes. It is well to have at 

least. one adult class of men and 
women, especially, those who have passed 
middle life. In the younger classes, how- 
ever, of those of middle life and under, 
where the scholars can be induced to en- 
gage in some sort of activity, it is bet- 
ter to have the men and women classi- 
fied separately. As I have often said 
before in these columns, the cement that 


' binds classes together and makes them 


thrive and grow is not so much what 
they hear on Sunday, as what they do 
during the week. The during-the-week 
activities of a men’s class will not be 
the same as those of a*women’s class in 
many cases. Consequently, their interests 
do not center always in the same place. 

strong, worth-while program of ac- 
tivity will maintain intérest in almost any 
class. I suggest that you write to the 
office: of your state Sunday-school asso- 
ciation, 80 Howard Street, Albany, for 
a leaflet outlining the work of an organ- 
ized class. This leaflet will indicate many 
lines of activity that will help to secure 
interest and lead to growth. 





New York.—What would you do if you 
were teaching ten boys, thirteen years of age, 
and only two of them were giving attention? 
I am a consecrated and enthusiastic woman, 
but do not seem to be able to secure the 
attention of my boys. 


W ITHOUT passing any comment, fa- 
vorable or unfavorable, may I say 
that it would be better for any class of 
boys of that age to have a man teacher, 
although many women succeed admirably 
with just such classes? 

It is necessary to allow for the peculi- 
arities of the boys, and to remember that 
they are full of life and are often giving 
attention when they do not appear to be. 
A teacher of a similar class on one oc- 
casion told the writer about one boy who 
was up to every sort of mischief in a 
class while the lesson was going on, and 
did not appear to be giving any attention 
whatever, but, upon examination and 


* questioning, that boy had gotten more out 


of the lesson than any other member 
of the class, and was able to tell it. 
Nevertheless it is not always that way. 

Boys are not usually interested unless 
something very: interesting is being. pre- 
sented to them. They will always give at- 
tention to the thing that is the most in- 





teresting at the moment, even if it is a 
fly walking upon somebody’s bald head 
not very far away. Certain it is, that no 
headway can be made by scolding. It is 
necessary to keep in good humor, to rec- 


‘ognize the play spirit in young folks of 


this age, and to adapt yourself to it. 

The use of an object at that time, or 
somethirig to look at, a picture or any- 
thing else, will hold their attention for 
a time. It is well to & prepared for 
just such emergencies, rtainly, if they 
are not giving attention as you proceed 
with your lesson, it is a clear indication 
that you are not proceeding along the 
right line at that particular time, and a 
change of methods is certainly necessary 
and desirable. A teacher of boys must 
breathe the boy. atmosphere, see things 
through a boy’s eyes, and study from 
the boy’s angle. 


Children’s Division Questions 
Discussed by Mrs. E. W. Sudlow 


I am old-fashioned enough to believe that 
children should remain to preaching service 
Sunday morning, the Juniors especially. Can 
you suggest some plan whereby these may 
be accomplished? 
phn a heart-to-heart talk with your 

pastor and see if the service cannot 
be made attractive for~them. Arrange 
each week to have at least one of the 
Junior memory hymns sung. I take it 
that your Juniors are memorizing the 
grand old church hymns, 

In one school I know of the use of 
Bible text-books has been found very ef- 
fettive in securing the attendance of the 
Juniors each Sunday morning. The pas- 
tor announces the text, then waits a 
moment until the boys and girls have tim2 
to write the reference. During the ser- 
mon illustrations are used which the boys 
and girls will understand. The follow- 
ing Sunday the superintendent calls for 
the church attendance record. This is 
kept on a chart, and a good-natured riv- 
alry is created between the boys and girls 
as to which side will have the largest 
representation each week. Then the text 
is called for. This forms a part of the 
Bible drill work, for the boys and girls 
are expected to name not only the book, 
but the division of which it is a part. 
By taking public notice of the attend- 
ance in this school the percentage of 
Juniors remaining to preaching service 
is unusually large. 





Is is customary to make some public rec- 
ognition of a new pupil? 

N MOST schools some welcome is 

given a new pupil, particularly those 
who enter the younger grades. One 
school I know of follows this plan: The 
new pupil is asked to stand. The super- 
intendent repeats: 


“We give you loving welcome 
To this dear school to-day, 

And hope that we shall see you 
On every Sabbath day. 

We come to learn of Jesus, 
His teachings to obey, 

Oh, may you learn to love him 
While in our school you stay.” 


Then the department joins in singing: 
“So now we give you welcome 
To this dear school to-day, 


And hope that we shall see you 
On every Sabbath day.” 


The superintendent tells the new pupil 
how glad she is that he is to be with 
them, and hopes he will be with them 


every Sunday. His name is entered 
in the class record book, and some 
time during the week the teacher 


calls and leaves at his home a member- 
ship certificate. These may be had from 
the William H. Dietz Company of Chi- 
cago. It is an attractive certificate, read- 
ing: “We heartily welcome you to —— 





Bible School. We pray that Jesus Christ, 
the Good Shepherd who laid down his 
life for you, may bring you irgo his 
fold.” This is signed by the teacher and 
superintendent, 


‘I feel that I ‘could do much better work 
with the pupils in my Primary Department 
if I could secure co-operation between the 
parents and teachers. Is there any way by 
which helpful co-operation can be. brought 
about? 


N AN Ohio Sunday-school a superin- 

tendent follows this plan to secure the 
desired co-operation between parents and 
teachers of her pupils. During the last 
week of the Quarter a meeting is held of 
all the teachers and parents. Dainty in- 
vitations are prepared for the parents, so 
as to enlist their interest at the start. 
The purpose of the meeting is primarily 
to listen to some one present the preview 
of the lesson for the coming Quarter. 
The teachers have had their quarterly 


‘meeting previous to this, and prepared 


attendance cards, birthday poster, and 
hand-work for the Quarter, The super- 
intendent shows tkese to the parents, tell- 
ing the purpose of each. In-this way 
their interest is secured, because they 
know what the teachers are endeavoring 
to accomplish. They know what it will 
mean to the child to have his attendance 
card imperfect because of absence from 
a session or through tardiness. They 
know the thought back of the birthday 
calendar and why the child brings. a 
birthday offering. They know that each 
piece of hand-work is not just a little 
device prepared by the teacher to hold 
the attention of the child, but is meant 
to be an expression of the impression of 
the lesson which the child gets. Such get- 
together meetings could be held in any 
locality, and would be decidedly helpful. 


Home Department Questions 
Discussed by Mrs. A. W. Karnell 


Former Chairman of the Home Department 
Committee of the International Sunday School 
Association - ; 

I want with the beginning of the fall to 
make a change in our department work, 
making the districts smaller and asking 
more definite work from each Visitor. One 
of my Visitors has thirty members, and 
sometimes I don’t get her report until two 
months after the close of the Quarter, and 
I know that many of her members never 
get their Quarterlies on time. How large 
do you think a district should be? And 
what is the work that can rightly be asked 
of each Visitor? 


DO not believe any Visitor should have 

more than six or eight homes. In ex- 
ceptional cases, twelve homes might be 
permitted. There may, of course, be 
more than one member in a home. The 
work of the Visitor you will find care- 
fully outlined in chapter five in “The 
Home. Department,” by Mrs. Karnell 
(The Presbyterian Board of Publication, 
Philadelphia, 60 cts.). I would suggest 
that you give a copy of that chapter to 
each Visitor before you make the change 
in your department. Then take the chap- 
ter as a whole for discussion at your 
next meeting. In that fashion your Vis- 
itors will feel that they have a voice in 
the changes that are made and in the de- 
termination of what work shall be ex- 
pected. 


We have no Home Department superin- 
tendent, but the Executive Committee has 
asked me to plan for that department at the 
coming County Convention. Will you kindly 
outline a plan for me, and I will try to follow 
it. 

HE object of your part in the con- 

vention is threefold: to report what 
has been done, to provide plans and 
methods for further advance for those 
who are in the work, and to give vision 
and inspiration to those who have never 
made use of this helpful department of 
the Sunday-school. : 

To achieve this you need two places 
on the convention program: 

First.—Time in the general convention 
for an address which shall present the 
work in such a way as to cheer the 
workers and inspire others to go and do 
likewise. 


Second.—A_ three-hours’ Institute, 
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where the work as a whole may be dis- 
cussed. You might follow a plan some- 
thing like this: 9.00 A. M., Devotional; 
9.15 A. M., The relation of the Home 
Department to the Sunday-school and 
Church; 9.40 A. M., The State Standard; 
10.00 A. M., Report by District Super- 
intendent of schools that have reached 
the State Standard. Discussion of dis- 
trict problems; 10.30 A.. M., Our: goal 
for 1925; 11.00 A.M., Conference on the 
local school problems. This hour will be 
made more helpful if you will get ten or 
twelve workers each to bring a problem 
and promise to lead in the discussion of

Teacher-Training Questions 
Discussed by the Rev. Charles A. Oliver 


Teacher-Training Superintendent‘of the - 
Pennsylvania State Sabbath School 
Association 
In announcing « the~ plan 
teacher-training class. our Sunday-school 
superintendent has insisted that all who 
enter the class must take the official exam- 
inations. This has prevented some from en- 
tering the class. Just two persons have 
agreed to the plan. Eight or ten. others 
want to do the work, but hesitate to take 
the examinations. What should we do? 


ji: examinations are a decided help 
to thorough work, and the taking of 
these tests should be encouraged in every 
proper way. I question the wisdom, how- 
ever, of making that a condition ‘of class 
membership. 

If good work is done in the class those 
who now hesitate will probably gladly 
take the tests when the examination time 
comes. I would try to teach so well and 
to review so frequently that every mem- 
ber of the class would so master the les- 
sons that he could not fear the test. 

When the section on which the first 
examination would be given has been 
thoroughly studied give the students a list 
of questions to be answered in writing. 
Permit them to-hand the answers to you 
or not, as they may choose. Be able to 
say this test you have taken is as difficult 
as the official examination will be. If 
there has been real teaching the students 
will find that the examination is not to 
be feared. 

As another incentive to the taking of 
examinations I would speak frequently of 
the graduating exercises with certificates 
or diplomas that will come at the end 
of the studies.

Some time ago we organized a class to 
take the New Standard Three Years’ Teacher- 
Training Course provided by our denomina- 
tional Sunday-school board. We found the 
work more difficult than we expected. The 
class has dwindled till now but two members 
are left, and they are losing interest. All 
the members tell me that they will start 
again if we can use an easier course. Are 
the older First Standard Courses, such as I 
studied several years ago, still available? 
If we could take an elementary course first, 
perhaps I could lead them on to the more 
thorough work. 


OST of the denominational boards 

earnestly desire that classes use the 
New Standard Three Years’ Course, but 
with two or three exceptions these boards 
do recognize the elementary or First 
Standard Courses. You probably will 
find that the officers in charge will gladly 
provide the examinations and award a 
certificate for the elementary work. They 
will be especially pleased to know that 
you plan to pursue the studies beyond 
the first course. 





Our Sunday-school is considering a move 
to require that every teacher in the school 
three years from now shall hold a teacher- 
training certificate or diploma. We feel that 
we must do something to raise the stand- 
ard of teaching. Would the proposed ac- 
tion be advisable? 


T WOULD be a happy condition in- 


deed if in your large school every 
teacher should be a teacher-training grad- 
uate, but there may be among them com- 
petent godly men and women who have 
never taken a prescribed teacher-training 
course and yet by prayerful application 
have become effective teachers in God’s 
Word. There may be sufficient reasons 
for their not taking such a course, and 
they ought not be embarrassed in any 
way. Studies in psychology and peda- 
gogy are indeed helpful, but we must not 
lose sight of the fact that the most im- 
portant equipment for Bible teaching is 
spiritual illumination. 
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A Syllabus of Systematic Theology 
(By‘ David’ S: Clark, D.D.).—The sec- 
ond edition, revised and enlarged, of a 
handbook by a Presbyterian teacher, 
whose view of--truth is thoroughly loyal 
to the Word of God, although his. pres- 
entation of the Coming of -Christ. does 
not take the line which The - Sunday 
School Times believes to be in accord- 
ance with Scripture interpretation. ‘The 
teaching is set forth in outline form suit- 
able for schools‘and classes, and covers 
the usual departments of Bibliology, The- 
ology proper, Anthropology, Soteriology, 
and Eschatology. Its standpoint is what- 
is generally known as Calvinistic, and. 
the opposite view, Arminianism, is prop- 
erly criticized and set aside as inéorrect. 
Those who -are called upon to teach will 
find ample. material in a well-arranged 
form, and students will obtain not a lit- 
tle information and guidance. The view 
of the Lord’s Coming is strongly post- 
millennial and. rejects premillennialism 
as untrue and impossible; the author’s 





attitude. and language toward premillen- 
nialists are regrettable, especially because 
it could easily be shown that Dr. Clark 
has repeatedly misconceived and, there- 
fore, misstated the, position he opposes. 
To mention one point only, his view of 
premiilennialism in the early Church is 
inadequate to the point of inaccuracy, as 
a imatter of historical fact. But, apart 
from this question of the Coming of 
Christ, the book will be decidedly useful 
for study even by those who cannot ac- 
cept all the author’s theological positions. 
(Published by the writer, 2438 North 
Nineteenth Street, Philadelphia, $2.25). 


The Failure (By Giovanni Papini).— 
Papini, who has made,of our Lord’s Life 
a super-best-seller, describes in “The Fail- 
ure” his own sordid, neurotic, scatter- 
brained life before his “conversion.” He 
limns himself in lamp-black and grease 
something after the fashion of Rousseau 
in the “Confessions.” He is not nice in 
his sentences. There are phrases which 
might well invite the Society for the 
Prevention of Vice to actjon. It is done 
with a torrential rhetoric displayed with 
all the self-consciousness of a peacock 
spreadifg his shimmering, iridescent tail. 

The only lasting impression this evil- 
spirited autobiography makes is that of 
megalomania. So egocentric a personality 
has rarely before gone into print, and one 
asks whether his production should not 
find place in a psychiatrical exhibit. His 
point of view is so Ptolemaic as to be 
pathological. The whole universe re- 
volves about the pin-point of his self. | 
He seems even to compare himself favor- 
ably with Christ. “I belong to a differ- 
ent species. I was not born to the calm, 
regular breathing of the ox and the ass. 
No meek shepherds whispered baby talk 
to me on the first day of my life. I was 
born a revolutionary.” 

It is clear that Papini’s conversion was 
a skin bath rather. than a purgation of 
the heart. No converted man would ever 
write in this way, nor any common gen- 
tleman for that matter. Papini does not 
mourn over his wretched and futile past. 
He finds it supremely interesting, and 
spreads it out on all the intellectual quick- 
lunch counters, the bookshops of the met-- 
ropolitan cities. 

This.book is of a piece with what one | 
gets from the rebel literary coteries in 
certain of our universities, For the Chris- 
tion it is an offense, a thing which should 
have been buried still-born. (Harcourt 
Brace and Co., New York, $2.) 


Modernism in Action (By Elzoe Prin- 
dle Stead).—Whenever a voice of pro- 
test is raised against the domination of 
our. denominational schools and colleges 
by Modernist thought and teaching, there 
comes the assurance that there is no cause 
for alarm and that, while there may be 
cases where instructors are teaching Mod- 
ernism, they are the exception rather than 
the rule. Mrs. Stead has performed a 
task which, to most of those who are 
deeply concerned over the trend in our 
schoois, would be impossible because of

Many affidavits in 
her possession which certify to the Mod- 
ernist utterances of both principal and 
faculty have been reproduced. She has 
taken the trouble to investigate the relig- 
ious connection and activity of various 
members of the faculty, and quotations 
from the school paper are also given. It 
is an arraignment which cannot be well 
gainsaid. 

The second part of the booklet deals 
with the Modernist situation in the local 


| Baptist church at Owatonna, where the 


principal of Pillsbury Academy is an ac- 
tive member. It is interesting to notice 
how effectively the liberal majority have 
forced upon the conservative minority a 
preacher who stands for little that the 
Baptist church has been understood to 
hold. While dealing with a Baptist situ- 
ation, Mrs. Stead’s booklet will have a 
-eal place in the hands of those in other 
denominations who are facing similar sit- 
uations, and it offers valuable sugges- 
tions as to how the soundness of denom- 
inational schools may be checked up.

A New Invasion of Belgium (By 
Philip E. Howard).—It strikes the aver- 
age American layman with no little as- 
tonishment to learn of the amazing spir- 
itual destitution of the densely populated 
little land of Belgium, lying as it does 
in the very heart of twentieth century 
civilization. How has such a thing come 
to be? A _ vague uneasiness stirs one 
with the arising thought of the possibil- 
ity of an unevangelical church becom- 
ing dominant in America, and of the 
pitiful darkness which could not but fol- 
low —that deepest of all palls, spiritual 
ignorance. 

This is the state of the little next-door 
neighbor of Britain and Holland and Ger- 
many, and this is the story of a true 
missionary romance, which has begun to 
bring to her the enlightenment her hap- 
pier sisters long have known. No reader 
of this enthusiastic yet faithful recital of 
an adventure in faith could ever accredit 
its strange development to the hand of 
man. It is a record of the unexpected, 
which, it always appeared, happened. It 
is but a few years since Mr. Norton 
pressed into the hands of some chance 
Belgian soldiers adrift on the streets of 
London little pocket Testaments. To- 
day the good fruits hanging upon the tree 
this little seed started are found in more 
than twenty mission stations in Belgium. 

r. Howard’s record of this growth is 
one of the most charming and readable 
of mission study books. While he covers 
all of the various activities and the plan 
of organization of the mission, he yet 
lets us see so clearly these new-born Bel- 
gian brothers and their peace and joy 
in their new-found heritage in the Sav- 
iour, that the reader’s heart rejoices to 
welcome them into the Kingdom we love.

God’s Book Speaking for Itself (By 
the Rev. Charles C. Cook).—Every book 
which turns its reader to the one supreme 
Book has a value which cannot be reck- 
oned by any of our known standards. 
The very fact that such a book makes 
no other claim than that its purpose is 
to point men to the true source of wis- 
dom, inspires our confidence in it. This 
book has such a purpose. It is evidently 
written to inspire in its readers a con- 
fidence in the Bible as the Word of God, 
and it ought to succeed in its mission. 
There is no ambiguity, and the author 
makes his position plain on the several 
points he treats. His arguments are forc- 
ible, and they will carry conviction to 
many minds. By this is not meant that 
every reader will agree with Mr. Cook 
in all of his conclusions Many will hes- 
ijtate to accept his view that “in all the 
Old Testament there is not a sentence 
that applies to the Christian as a Rule of 
Faith and Practise—not a single com- 
mand that is binding upon him” (p. 32). 
The author’s position on “tithing” will 
not commend itself to -all, for many 
Christians have found this method of giv- 
ing a source of rich blessing to their 
souls, and in entire harmony with the 





New Testament teachings of grace. These 
‘differences of interpretation ought, how- 
ever, to turn the reader to the Scrip- 
tures to find out what their testimony is. 
The book is a valuable contribution, and 
is deserving of careful and thoughtful 
reading and study. It is to be hoped that 
it will be as widely read as it will be 
deeply appreciated. (Geo. H. Doran Co., 
New York, $1.25.) ' 


Parent Training in the Church School 
(By F lorence E. Norton).—Can the Sun- 
day-school, in a practical way, give to 
parents the training that is needed for 
training their children? First, awaken 
them to the fact that it is not possible 
for the Sunday-school to do this for them 
and, when awakened, provide the training 
that is needed and desired. This is the 
background of Miss Norton’s book. It 
discusses in a helpful way the approved 
methods of organizing the departments 
of the school that are for the younger 
pupils and, particularly, gives a wealth 
of information as to programs for the 
meetings of “Mother’s Clubs,” “Evening 
Meetings,” and “Parent- Teacher Associa- 
tions.”
